usual harangue speech and excerpts from some of the bulletins, 
Sunday afternoon, they had a march about 2:00 o'clock into 
Washington, D„C. at L'enfant Square, They had a speech and 
a rally. At about a quarter to 4:00 they piled into a bus 
and came back to the Headquarters, And at 8s00 o'clock in 
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the evening they had ceremonies* Ceremonies eulogizing 
ROCKWELL and ADOLF HITLER and appointing the committee to 
run the NS for the next year.

Knowledge of the num¬ 
ber was spread largely by 
word-of-mou th, al though 
the El Monte number was 
printed in at least one 
college newspaper. 

The UCLA Daily Bruin 
ran the number in a 
classified ad until Editor 
Mike Levett leanied of the 
nature of the message. It 
was then removed. 

The state moved to halt 
the program in the same 
way it acts against 
bookies.

On May 29, 1968, a source who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised that the American Nazi Party - 
World Union of Free Enterprise National Socialists (ANP - WUFENS) 
was organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at Arlington, Virginia, 
on February 26, 1959* It was based upon the concept of an inter¬ 
national "National Socialist" movement, as espoused by the German 
Nazi Party, which was headed by ADOLF HITLER. The ANP - WUFENS 
supports and follows the line of hatred against Negroes, Jews and 
Communists, through speeches, published literature, demonstrations, 
and publicity-seeking devices for the purpose of seeking a legitimate, 
dominant political party within the United States and in foreign 
countries. 


"The Richmond News Leader" issue dated April A, 1963, 
published daily at Richmond, Virginia, stated that this organization 
is chartered in the State of Virginia"as "The George Lincoln 
Rockwell Party" and that the Virginia Assembly prohibits the use 
of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in a Virginia-chartered organization, 
As of January 1, 1967, the official name of this organization was 
changed to "National Socialist White People's Party", according 
to Commander ROCKWELL. 


On August 25, 1967, GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL was assassinated 
in Arlington, Virginia, near the ANP Headquarters Building. The 
August 28, 1967 issue of the "Northern Virginia Sun", a daily news¬ 
paper published at Arlington, Virginia, stated that MATTHIAS 
KOEHL, JR., took command of the party after ROCKWELL'S assassination.

On November 26 , 1957, a source advised that the 
United White Party (UWP) was organized at a convention held in 
Knoxville, Tennessee, on November 10, 1957* An article in the 
November 26 , 1957* issue of the "Greenville Piedmont", a newspaper 
of Greenville, South Carolina, reported "the recent formation of 
a new political party, to be Known as the United White Party." 
According to .the article, the party was formed at a recently held 
meeting in Knoxville, Tennessee, at which many klansmen were 
represented. The UWP was reported as being opposed to all "race 
mixing organizations and individuals." 

The July 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt", self-described 
as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the National States 
Rights Party" (NSRP), reported that rank-and-file "States Righters" 
had merged with the UWP under "the banner of the National States 
Rights Party", with national offices at Post Office Box 261 , 
Jeffersonville, Indiana, 

In November 195$, a source advised that the NSRP is 
composed of past members of Klan-type organizations and notorious 
anti-Semites,

Source stated that fro® approximateIp 2§30 p.m, 
until 4§30 p.m., various Party members throughout the United 
States gave reports on their local progress in recruiting for 
the Party and establishing Naasi bookstores. The speakers were 
primarily from California, Ohio and Maryland. Following 
these local reports, Commander Koehl again addressed the 
delegates and spoke until approximately 5§30 p,m„ 

At the conclusion of his speech, most of the 
delegates left the Holiday Inn and returned to the Party 
headquarters at 2507 Franklin, Arlington, Virginia. Most of 
the delegates utilised this time to purchase literature 
which was available, secure items for their uniforms which 
they were missing, rehearse for the Sunday ritual, and obtain 
applications for members and supporters. The source further 
advised that at this time the Party photographed some of the 
new members who had joined the Party during this Congress. 
Informal discussion continued in Party headquarters and most 
of the members left around 11§30 p.m. that evening. 

This source advised that most of the delegates 
reconvened at Party headquarters in Arlington, Virginia, 
around 11§00 a.m. on Sunday, September 6, 1970. After a few 
announcements they drove to the Holiday Ian la Alexandria 
where the morning session commenced. Commander Koehl and 
Robert Homan both gave long speeches primarily praising

This source stated that the rally lasted until 
approximately 4s00 p.m. and consisted mainly of speeches by 
Commander Koehl, William Kirs t<© in, Robert Homan, acid Dave 
Duke, Naail supporter from Louisian© State University 0 
During their speeches, other supporters passed out 

Nasi literature to the members of the crowd which had 
gathered. 


This source stated that many members of the crowd, 
particularly those of the "hippy" type, were very antagonistic 
toward the Nasi supporter® and they repeatedly shouted ob¬ 
scenities at the speakers and threw bottles, flashlight 
batteries and other misste® at the speakers 7 platform. Seme 
of the hippies who got to close to the speakers 0 platform were 
sprayed with chemical mace by the S3 security guards. Although 
a few minor scuffles ware broken up, no arrests were apparently 
made by the local police who were scattered throughout the 
crowd. 


At the conclusion of the rally most of the delegates 
returned to Party headquarters in Arlington, Virginia, where 
they remained until about ftW p.m. at which time they returned 
to the Holiday Inn, 


The Sunday evening ceremonies consisted of various 
marches, songs and the rite of the Valkyrie fire, A copy of 
the program for these ceremonies is attached in the appendix. 
At the conclusion of these ceremonies a movie was shown to 
the delegates beginning at approximately 9s©0 p.aa. The movie 
was entitled "Triumph Of The Will" and it was a black and 
white documentary film consisting in the main of speeches by 
Adolph Hitler and his comrades in 1934, The entire movie, 
which lasted approximately two and one-half hours, was in 
German, although there were English sub-titles.

This source further advised that during the entire 
conference no specific requests wets made for funds nor were 
any collections taken up* The only money which was collected 
by the Party wa® for the initial registration fees and for the 
literature, armbands, ©teetra, which were sold at Party head¬ 
quarters to the delegates. Source also stated that the Party 
officers repeatedly told the delegates not to have anything 
to do with the recent suspended officers of the Party. These 
suspended officials were announced as/Robert A. Lloyd (former 
Party executive offleer),/William L. Pierce (former Party 
general secretary).

Commander Koshl spoke on the 
treachery and disloyalty of these former officers and 
stated that the Party would "“take care of them”, /Other Party ' 
officers stated that Pierce had been thrown out of the Party ( 
and at the time he still held approximately_$4500 of Par ty - 
money which he refused t© return.

The 
front hall is filled with pam¬ 
phlets and literature on 
shelves. 

In the back of the house 
there is a meeting room with 
rows of folding chairs, more 
Nazi flags and a picture of 
Adolf Hitler on the wall. 

Joe Tommasl runs the head¬ 
quarters and is in charge of 
Uj> activities of the feto 
n imbers and official dup- 
pfrters that constitute |tbe 
Southern California cadrf of 
the party. 

Tommasi considers the par¬ 
ty to be as much a racial 
mover^jbit as a political party. 
First known as the American 
Nazi party, it was founded 
in the 1960s by George Lincoln 
Rockwell. 

Rockwell ran the party from 
his headquarters in Arlington, 
Va., until one of his disgruntl¬ 
ed followers assassinated him 
in 1967. 

According to Tommasi, 
Rockwell started the party 
through its three-phased 
development. The first phase 
consisted of becoming known 
and had party members 
holding open air rallies and 
picketing Negro performers 
s^eh as Sammy Davis Jr. | 
"?hase two began with me 
pining of wbat Tommasi

On August 8, 1971, a first source furnished all 
of the following information pertaining to the third 
annual North American Congress of the National Socialist 
white People's Party (NSWPP) held September 4 and 5, 1971. 

The congress was held at the Holiday Inn located on Telegraph 
Road in Alexandria, Virginia. Source advised that approx¬ 
imately 180 person were believed to have registered for the 
congress, these persons representing NSWPP organizations 
throughout the United States and Canada. 


The National Socialist white People's 
Party, also known as The American Nazi 
Party, American Nazis, and The George 
Lincoln Rockwell Party, was organized 
on February 26, 1956, at Arlington, 
Virginia, based upon the concept of an 
international "National Socialist" 
movement as espoused by the German Nazi 
Party headed by Adolf Hitler. The 
organization supports and follows the 
line of hatred against Negroes, Jews, 
and communists through various propa¬ 
ganda media seeking a legitimate 
dominant political party in the United 
States and foreign countries.

* RE? ■ NATIONAL SOCIALIST WHITE PEOPLE'S PARTY 

On September 4, 1971, the morning session began 
at approximately ten o'clock with opening remarks by Captain 
WILLIAM KIRSTEIN. KIRSTEIN began by saying, "National Social¬ 
ist Comrades, in the spirit of our Puerer ADOLPH HITLER, 

I welcome you to this, the third North American Congress of 
the National Socialist White People's Party. By the end of 
this gathering, we will have had the largest National 
Socialist gathering ever held anywhere since the fratricidal 
holocaust that was World War II." KIRSTEIN continued that the 
National Socialist Movement lives today in solid, steel 
hard formation which nothing on heaven or earth could destroy. 
KIRSTEIN cautioned that during the congress, there were to 
be no interruptions and that anyone with anything on their 
minds should talk between sessions with either KIRSTEIN or 
Captain CHRISTOPHER VIDNJEVICH, the Security Officer. KIRST¬ 
EIN emphasized that the congress was being held strictly for 
internal purposes only. 

KIRSTEIN introduced MATTHIAS KOEHL, JR., National 
Socialist National Commander, by saying that through KOEHL 
the party had experienced its greatest growth and development. 
To KOEHL, said KIRSTEIN, the party was pledging its undying 
loyalty. 


Commander KOEHL began by welcoming all of the 
delegates to the third annual congress ; particularly those 
from distant parts of the United States and Canadian guests 
who had "crossed the artificial geographical boundary which 
divides white men." He pointed out the purpose of the congress 
was to reaffirm the principals on which the National Socialist 
Movement was based. He stated that National Socialists were 
not to regard themselves as "right wingers" but as National 
Socialists because no other movement has the same holy cause. 
What is happening in the United States, according to KOEHL, 
was anticipated by the National Socialists. He pointed to 
such issues as bussing for integration, financial policy 
of government, and the collapse of foreign policy. KOEHL 
then pledged his loyalty to ADOLPH HITLER and his greatest 
champion, GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL. 

Next, Captain WILLIAM KIRSTEIN spoke briefly 
saying the National Socialist Movement was not just another 
Right Wing Movement standing for some shallow or temporary 
solution to economic or states rights issues. It is an all 
encompassing world view, its nationalism is its racialism.
